So much for education being 
my right. Even having native status 
does not save me from the many 
flaws and cracks in the system. I am 
a student attending Laurentian Uni- 
versity in Sudbury, working on a 
degree in Native Studies. After ex- 
ploring all the possibilities. I have 
received a total of $1270 in grants 
and loans to finance a full year of 
education. That'sall. Fundingfrom 
Indian and Northern Affairs will 
cover only tuition and books. The 
Ontario Student Assistance Program 
(OSAP) has deemed me ineligible. 
The Nova Scotia student assistance 
plan assessed my need at $570 for 
the full year, in the form of a loan. 
And even the private student loan 
program being offered by the Bank 
of Montreal has decided that I don ' t 
qualify. 

I will now elaborate on each 
of these cracks that I have fallen 
through. Indian and Northern Af- 
fairs sends governmental funds al- 
located for native education to the 
bands and tribal councils. Thebands 
then distribute the funds according 
to whatever policies they determine. 
Restrictions are rigid, and have be- 
come more rigid as a result of the 
cap on government funds. As a 
native student from the Rainy Lake 
Ojibway Educational Authority, 
once I choose a field of study , I must 
stick to it in order to receive full 
funding. This linear system goes 
against native holistic thinking and 
our approach to teaching and learn- 
ing, but I guess native students don * t 
have the luxury of changing their 
minds when it comes to education. 
By the time people reach post-sec- 
ondary schools they should know 
what I want to do if I don't know 
who or what I am. In fact, many 
native people in the Americas don't 
find much to identify with in the 
Euro-centric school systems or the 
white history textbooks. As a result, 
many native students lose interest 
and drop out, while those who push 
on are met with barriers like the

formentioned policies on student as- 
sistance. 

As for myself . I spent four years 
at Cambrian College in Sudbury as a 
"non-status" native student, where I 
obtained a diploma with the help of 
OSAP. During and following this 




time, I spent two years working in the 
military, in Ontario and then Nova 
Scotia, to repay the loans I received. 
In 1985,BillC-31 was passed to amend 
the Indian Act, and I became recog- 
nized as native. I left the miUtary. 
returned to school at the Nova Scotia 
College of Art and Design, and was 
able to obtain a B A in fine arts with full 
funding from Indian and Northern 
Affairs. 

This year, I returned to Sud- 
bury and started studying at Lauren- 
tian University. However, because I 
am working on a second BA in a 
different field of study. I am not eligi- 
ble for a basic living aUowance — 
only funding for tuition and books. It 
is ironic that, as a native student, I 
begin to discover who I am, but might 
not be able to continue my studies 
because of bureaucracy. 

In order to qualify for OSAP, I 



must "have lived in Ontario for at 
least 12 months in arow immediately 
before the beginning of full-time post- 
secondary studies in Ontario". This 
meant I had to turn to Nova Scotia, 
where I have been woricing and study- 
ing for the past three years. Nova 
Scotia assessed my need at only 
$570 for the year, in the form of a 
loan. Their calculation was based 
on the $700 in federal funding that 
I had received through the Rainy 
Lake Ojibway Educational Author- 
ity, and what they estimated I would 
save as a result of summer employ- 
ment It seemed that the student 
assistance people hadn ' t heard about 
the difficulty most Canadian stu- 
dents had in finding a smnmer job 
this year. In my case. I even tried 
creating my own job by putting to- 
gether two exhibitions of my art 
work in Sudbury. I advertised on 
television talk shows and commu- 
nity billboards, in newspapers and 
flyers. I made more than an effort to 
contribute to my education. 

The last option I tried was the 
Bank of Montreal ' s new student loan 
program, designed to pick up the 
slack for the failures of government 
aid programs. Having no job. no 
savings, no assets and no co-signer 
(my mother is a widow living on a 
pension). I didn't qualify for their 
loan program, even though this pro- 
gram claims to help students in need. 
What they don't understand is that if 
I had assets, I wouldn't need a loan. I 
guess education is only for those who 
can afford it. So much for it being a 
right. 

In the end, I tried turning to 
several local provincial and federal 
pohticians. So far, they have been of 
no help. During discussions with 
them, I have found that they know 
little or nothing at all about the fimd- 
ing of native education. This lack of 
understanding at all levels of govern- 
ment only furthers the problem. So 
far, I am no closer to a solution after 
all my inquiries than I was before. 
Where do I turn next? Is education a 
right or a privilege? I don't know. It 
was easier to do it before gaining 
status — why can't I do it now? I 
refuse to give up

ered to show up. Wednesday October 
13th was National Students* Day, and 
all over Ontario were rallies and dem- 
onstrations against measures that 
make it virtually impossible for po- 
tential students to remain in school. 
Although the organizers knew that 
this rally could not be as large as some 
of the ones down south, they were 
expecting more than the 5 or so peo- 
ple who bothered showing up.

Representatives of both the 
SGA and the AEF, who combined to 
organize this event, were greatly dis- 
appointed by the results of this 15 
minute affair, although they said that 
this would not discourage them from 
trying again, perhaps next year. In 
southern Ontario, there were strong 
protests, with thousands of students 
voicing their anger and frustration at 
the government. The evening news 
shows were full of stories about large 
rallies and protests at most major uni- 
versities and even at Queen's Park.

National StudentDay was last 
Wednesday October 13. University 
and College students across the coun- 
try were protesting tuition hikes, lack 
of funding, cuts to OSAP, etc., but 
not Laurentian. Students in southern 
Ontario got together and rallied at 
Queen's Park. They had picket signs 
and chants and mock classrooms set 
up on the lawns. Students in Ottawa 
did similar things. Not at Laurentian. 

The student associations, yes, 
both the SGA and TAEF working 
together could not manage to get more 
than 1 5 people to attend a rally in VIP 
Square to protest tuition hikes. In a 
school of over 4000 full time stu- 
dents, that is pretty sad. Signs were 
posted, council reps were notified to 
spread the word, and the local media 
were alerted. Does this mean you just 
plain don't care about the proposed 
50% tuition hikes? Or does it mean 
that you think your student leaders 
should fight for you on their own? 
Here's a news flash, 4000 people can 
send the message louder than 1.

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Federal Election 1993: The Big Choice

For those of you who are still ailing from the Referendum vote, get 
over it. Here's another election, for which we have to strap on our thinking 
caps and make a selection. 

The news department at Lambda has been working on an election 
layout that will inform you about the candidates, their philosophies and 
their party policies. 

In order to compile the policies, letters were sent to each of the 



campaign headquarters of the three major parties PC, Liberal and NDP. 
The information received is recorded here. It might be valid to note that 
the issues that were to be addressed were clearly laid out and party 
propaganda literatiu'e was expressly rejected. The New Democratic Party 
was forthcoming with exactly what was asked for, the Liberal party sent 
a package of material from which their policies were summarized by news 
staff and the PC party failed to reply. This in itself may say something 
about these parties. 

In any case, the following then, is an explanation of the parties 
running in the riding of Nickel Belt in which the University lies. 



• New Democratic 
Party 

NAFTA. We will abrogate these unfair trade deals. Under our 
alternative plan, the federal government will continue to reduce 
tariffs between Canada and the US but the tool will be the 
G ATT. We will also pursue other mechanisms such as the Auto 
Pact. We are committed to broadening Canada's base of trade. 
THE ECONOMY. Our Economic Plan calls for a National 
Infrastructure programme to create 130,000 jobs; a National 
Child Care Programme that would provide 70,000 jobs and care 
for 600,000 Canadian children; a National Investment Fund 
which will create up to 200,000 jobs through investment in 
innovative, Canadian-owned businesses. 
DEBT AND DEHCIT. Get people back to work so that 
instead of government paying out monies on Welfare and UI, 
these people can contribute to revenues by paying taxes. We 
also need to regulate interest rates. 

TAXES. We will shift the burden from the middle class to the 
wealthy and profitable corporations by, a) eliminating the GST; 
b) ending tax loopholes, and c) taxing Trust Funds for the 
wealthy. 

POST-SECONDARY EDUCATION FUNDING. Funding 
should be stabilized and then allowed to increase at a rate that 
reflects the real costs of educating young people. We support 
the restoration of the three-month grace period on student loans 
and the elimination of the 3% tax on loans. 
ENVIRONMENT. We will put the environment at the centre 
of decision-making. We will assist Canadian fuins engaged in 
developing and marketing green technology. We will invest in 
new waste treatment facilities and renewable energy sources. 
We will fund new sustainable fishing, forestry and agriculture 
practices. 

DEFENSE SPENDING. We will re-direct spending from 
destructive weapons of war to more constructive, environmen- 
tally-sensitive goals and services. We say no nuclear subma- 
rines and attack heUcopters. The Armed Forces will be re- 
deployed to safeguard peace, clean up the environment and 
protect our fishing and other natural resources. 
MINORITY GROUP ISSUES. The rights of Gays and 
Lesbians and other minority groups is an issue for all Canadi- 
ans. We believe that "sexual orientation" should be added to the 
Canadian Human Rights Act as a prohibited ground for dis- 
crimination. We would strengthen legislation on Hate Crimes 
and maintain a Hate Crimes Registry. 
CRIME. Better to prevent crimes than to deal with them after 
they have been committed. We would tackle the problems of 
unemployment, poor housing and lack of adequate recreational 
and other facilities to insure long term reductions in crime rate. 
We would review the Young Offenders Act and ensure ad- 
equate Rehabilitation for young offenders.
